Enclosed is a communication from the FBI dated 11-23-63, regarding 
information furnished by Lt. Col. L. L. Rivers, U. S. Army Retired, of 
Harlingen, Texas, concerning information obtained from a stranger who 
in turn had obtained it from an alleged pilot claiming to belong to an 
organization called the Minutemen, and it was stated that the President 
would be assassinated the next .time he came to Texas. The pilot had 
told the stranger that he was leaving Harlingen, Texas, and was going to 
Snow Aeronautics in west Texas, and that this corporation is located at 
Olney, Texas, in the Ft. Worth-Dallas area.
